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Update  on  the  2014  Round

Some  of  you  wrote  to  find  out  what  had  happened  to  your  rounds,  and  why  they  hadn't 
arrived.  The  thing  is.  we  never  release  the  club  unit  before  the  meeting  and  that  is  stated  on 
the  order  form.

And.. ..saving  these  comments  from  designer  Donna  Leiber  for  last: 

“I  wanted  to  take  this  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  annual  commemorative 
rounds  this  year.  Naturally.  I  am  a  bit  biased,  having  designed  them,  but  I  still  have  to  say 
that  they  are  BEAUTIFUL!  I  love  them  all,  including  the  bronze  version,  which  really 
surprises  me  because  I  didn’t  think  1  liked  bronze  all  that  much!!  I  do  with  it  had  the 
IASAC  logo  on  the  reverse  instead  of  the  he  plain  SilverTowne  one,  but  I  presume  that 
would  have  cost  more  to  make.  The  silver  and  enameled  versions  are  absolutely  wonderful 
and  I  think  SilverTowne  did  a  fantastic  job!  I  was  very  surprised  to  see  the  sparldy  bits  in 
the  moon's  surface  on  the  enameled  version,  and  I  definitely  think  it  adds  a  lot!  Such  a  nice 
touch!!  And  I  know  I  created  it,  but  I  still  get  a  chuckle  out  of  seeing  the  flag  on  the  moon  in 
the  shape  of  the  state  of  Minnesota!  It  still  just  makes  me  smile  and  I  hope  other  people  are 
enjoying  these  as  much  as  I  am. 

As  far  as  comments  go,  too,  I  must  admit  that  I  was  surprised  and  a  little 
disappointed  that  the  so-called  “matching"  serial  numbers  between  a  silver  round  and  its 
partner  enameled  round  aren't  actually  exactly  the  same  numbers.  One  has  an  additional 
leading  zero,  that  is,  one  is  a  three-digit  number  and  the  other  is  four  digits,  so  my 
“matching”  set  is  actually  serial  numbers  “0016'  and  “016. ’  I  presume  there  must  have  been 
a  reason  for  doing  this,  but  it  did  catch  me  off  guard.  We  have  to  remember  that  I'm  a 
novice  at  this,  though,  so  these  sorts  of  little  things  are  probably  commonplace  to  you 
experts! 

I  was  also  unaware  that  the  green  paper  insert  in  the  vinyl  flip  actually  unfolded 
to  reveal  information  about  the  round!  Duh.  I  wonder  if  I'm  the  only  one  not  to  know  that, 
but  it  wasn’4  until  I  asked  Nancy  for  mintage  numbers  that  she  told  me  about  that.  I've  seen 
other  similar  packaging  and  the  insert  was  just  a  single  piece  (not  folded  in  halt*),  so  it  never 
occurred  to  me  to  take  it  out  and  open  it.  I  just  figured  it  was  to  easily  identify  the  design 
from  the  printed  artwork  and  to  show  a  stamped  indication  of  the  serial  number.  I’m 
doubly  kicking  myself  because  if  this  is  how  you've  done  them  in  the  past  as  well,  then  1 
threw  away  the  ones  from  the  Chicago  convention  year  and  the  Portland  beaver  one.  :(  I 
feel  stupid  for  having  missed  that,  but  at  least  maybe  this  comment,  if  it  gets  printed  in  the 
Bugle's  mailbag,  will  service  as  notice  to  other  who  might  also  not  know.” 

To  clarify  a  couple  of  points  Donna  makes: 

1)  the  reverse  on  our  bronze  pieces  is  a  stock  SilverTowne  die  because  our  club  dies  list 
silver  content.  We  mistakenly  used  the  club  die  one  year,  creating  an  error  (Pittsburgh 
1998). 

2)  We  have  always  used  four  digits  on  the  enameled  pieces.  This  is  to  protect  those  of  you 
who  order  them.  Anyone  can  send  out  a  bar  or  round  to  be  enameled.  The  extra  digit 
indicates  it  is  from  our  original  batch. 

3)  Donna  suggested  the  colors  for  the  enameled  version  of  the  round,  but  SilverTowne 
added  the  sparkle  on  their  own,  which  we  have  used  in  several  previous  issues 
(Baltimore,20o8,  Dalton20i2). 

As  a  final  note,  if  you  haven’t  returned  your  postal  card,  or  emailed  to  let  me  know  you 
received  the  round,  a  quick  note  would  be  appreciated.

Here's  the  More  regarding  our  club  dies. 

After  scouring  and  re-scouring  my  cramped  and  messy  office  in  our  cold 
basement,  I  have  inventoried  what  is  stored  in  our  archives.  It  you  follow  along 
with  vour  Collector's  Guide  Book,  ably  assembled  bv  Joe  Markulics  earlier  this 
year  you  can  follow  along. 
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Our  first  three  issues  were  produced  at  California  Crown  Mint.  The  club  is  in 
possession  ofLASAC-i,  but  not  IASAC-2  &  3. 

The  next  four  bars  &  rounds  were  made  at  American  Mint.  We  only  have  IASAC- 
4  in  the  archives  and  the  rest  are  missing. 

IASAC-8  &  9  were  made  at  Casino  Tokens  and  we  have  the  die  for  IASAC-8  from 
the  Charlotte  com  ention. 

(The  reason  we  are  missing  so  many  of  these  early  dies  is  that  Bill  Cassin  w  ho  was 
our  earh  Historian  and  then  Duane  Spellman  passed  away.  Duane  ran  the 
medals  program  for  many  t  ears.  We  know  that  at  least  three  of  these  early  dies 
were  inadvertently  sold  by  Duane’s  heirs  to  a  club  member.  This  happened  about 
three  or  four  tears  ago.  We  tried  to  retrieve  the  dies,  and  Duane's  family  offered 
to  but  them  back,  but  this  member  refused  to  even  reply  to  our  multiple  letters 
sent  by  certified  mail.  The  individual  was  not  a  member  of  ANA,  so  we  couldn't 
ask  them  to  sanction  him  either.  In  the  end,  we  revoked  that  person’s 
membership  in  IASAC.  If  you  ever  see  an  IASAC  die  offered  for  sale,  please 
report  it  to  an  officer  immediately.) 

IASAC-10  was  made  at  Green  Duck  Corporation.  We  have  this  die  in  the 
archives. 

Beginning  in  1995,  with  LASAC-11  all  of  our  bars  and  rounds  have  been  made  at 
SilverTowne.  In  2007  when  we  met  in  Indianapolis,  a  large  group  of  club 
members  had  the  opportunity  to  tour  the  minting  facility  which  was  a  special 
treat,  since  they  don’t  open  it  up  to  visitors  very  often.  In  2008  when  the  club 
met  in  Baltimore,  the  board  agreed  to  keep  doing  business  with  SilverTowne  so 
the  club  would  retain  control  over  the  minting  process.  We  have  a  great  working 
relationship  with  SilverTowne,  and  their  staff  has  always  gone  ’above  and  beyond’ 
in  making  .sure  we  get  our  order  on  time.  Additionally,  Silv  erTowne  had  to 
remake  our  reverse  dies  when  we  started  to  work  with  them.  The  old  die  from 
Green  Duck  didn’t  fit  the  machinery  at  SilverTowne.  If  we  switched  mints  every 
year  or  two,  we  would  have  the  added  expense  of  having  to  have  a  new  die  cut, 
which  averages  around  $6oo-$700. 

We  have  all  the  dies  which  were  produced  at  SilverTowne,  except  the  2010  Las 
Vegas  round  and  the  most  recent  MOON  round,  which  have  apparently  been  lost 
in  transit.
